; Each ; department is volunteer; 55 
men make up the fire department and 
24 are on the rescue squad. 

BOTH THE FIRE and rescue 
squads had its original building on 
.Main St. where the office of Rhode 
and Lynch is today. The rescue squad 
made the first move to the second 
safety building located next; to the 
village hall in the late 1940'siEach 
department has rip interesting flistory 
and has grown to^accommodate the 



expanding Antioch community. 

According to Charles . (Tod) 
Maplethorpe, chief of the Antioch Fire 
Department, the squad was founded 
in March of 1913 and bought its first 
piece of equipment in 1923. The first 
piece of motorized equipment came in 
1931 

In 1934, the fire district was 
. organized, and 1936, the company was 
taken over by the village. 

Maplethorpe is the eighth. fire chief 
in the 67-year history , and has noticed 
many changes over the years. *'A per- 
son wishing to become a fireman must 
complete 200 hours of training and 
assume a probationary status before 
being made a squad member," he 
stated. 

THE FIRE PREVENTION bureau 
is a very active part of the depart- 
ment, according to Maplethorpe. That 
is headed by Jimmy Quedenfelrt and 
Wayne Pa rthun. 

The fire department's portion of the 



new building will be defeated to Edgar 
Simonson, a former chief, while the 
rescue building will be dedicated to 
Herman Holbek, a founder of the 
-squad. 



The rescue squad has seen many 
changes also. Antioch's department 
was the first formed in Illinois and 
received its charter in 1939. 

At first, members of the fire depart" 
ment were also ■ members of the 
rescue squad and used their own cars 
with first aid kits for rescues, in 1941 
the squad became a separate unit 
from the fire department. Herman 
Holbek, L.D. Powles and Herman 
Kosing were the founders' of the 
squad, and from the very beginning, 
area doctors were supporters of the 
program. ■ . ,;..-■' 

Today the sqiiad has even more sup- 
port from doctors as the Antioch 
department has they first 14 numbers 
assigned to paramedics in the state. 
"Our parame&KCunit began training 
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in 1972 and finished hi 1973," Dave 
Heath, chief of the squad stated. "The 
paramedic program was a pilot 
program under Gov.- Richard 
iteilvle. " ___ ■ _ 

EQUIPMENT HAS changed much 
over the. years also. The trucks are 
becoming bigger so that victims can 
be worked with on the way to the 
hospital. The Antioch department has 
a "jaws of life" which enables them to 
help accident victims ,more ef- 
ficiently. They, also work closely with 
the mobile intensive care unit under 
Mary Spratz, and Dr. John Freeland a 
supporter of the organization.

Winter weather is wonderful 
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The total snowfall at the end of February in 
1979 was 87.7 inches. This year, 26.3 inches of 
snow has dusted the ground, according to 
Tom (Robbie) Robinson the official weather 
observer in Antioch. . 

He still points out that .this winter is way 
ahead of last year's with above average and 
mean temperatures. Precipitation is also 
lower than last year at this time. 

According to Robinson, the average high 
temperature' in February 1979 was 22 
degrees, wfrite this year it is 29. The average

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low temperature in this same month last 
year was 1.5 degrees while this year it was 
8.5. The mean temperature for February of 
1979 was 12.5 degrees while in 1980 it was 
almost 19. A little over one inch of per- 
cipitation fell in 1979 while last month .90 of 
an inch was reported. 

In 1979, 14.2 inches of snow fell and this 
year, 12.1 inches fell last month.
